Many ministers of the gospel 
will lose their rights to social 
security unless they do some- 
thing about it before the 15th 
of next April. Here's what they 
must do 

(1) If they don't have a social 
security card, they should go to 
the Social Security office and 
gr< one. 

(2) Next go to or write to the 
nearest Internal Revenue Office 
and ask for a waiver form 

(3) Fill out this w-aiver form 
and leave it at the Internal 
Revenue Office. 



If a minister takes these 1 
steps, and makes $400 or more 
in a year, his earnings will 
count toward old-age. survivors, 
and disability insurance bene- 
fits. 

This means that he and his 
jlependenta can get monthly 
benefit cheeks when he retires 
at age 65 or later. His family 
could get payments if he should 
die at any age. Also, if he be- 
comes too disabled to do any 
more work lie may be able to 
get monthly benefit checks 
starting at age 50. 

The important thing for many 
ministers to keep in mind is 
that time is running out. If they 
want social security insurance 
protection for themselves and 
their families, they should do 
something about it now.
